This does not mean the army is

In the 
event of heavy casualties, our rein- 
forcement situation will depend not 
so much on recruiting as on shipping. 

Is the army satisfied with the pro- 
duct of Canadian arms factories? 

The answer is—decidedly yes. All 
ranks prefer Canadian equipment to 
any other. They regard Canadian 
equipment as at least the equal of, 
and in some cases superior to, the 
product of Allied factories. In the 
development of certain (still secret) 
new weapons Canadian designers 
have led the world. 

Factories in Canada produce every- 
thing necessary for a modern army 
except possibly certain types of air- 
craft. If our army is not equipped 
entirely with Canadian product, it 
is because our factories have had to 


ship material to other fronts, the 
equivalent being made up to our 


army in British and American manu- 
factures.

The problem was to get a working 
Ministry without any of its members 
having to vacate his seat and thereby 
diminish Mr. Meighen’s extremely 
perishable majority. The statutes 
then required that a member of the 
House accepting an office of emolu 
ment under the Crown must vacate 
his seat. It was taken for granted 
that this prevented any member from 
being appointed as a regular Minister 
without vacating his seat. But Mr 
Forsey points out that there was an 
Act of 1884 providing that a membe! 
need not vacate his seat on appoint 
ment to an office normally carrying 
emolument, “if by his commission... 
declared or provided” that he 
gets no such emolument. All that 
Mr. Meighen really had to do was to 
appoint his Ministers as full Minis 
ters without salary. What he chose to 
do was to appoint acting Ministers, 
who, not being Ministers, could not 
take the oath as Ministers. But it was 
not the oath, nor the full Minister 
ship, that necessitated vacating the 
seat; it was merely the salary. 

Mr. Forsey makes a very good case 
for the constitutionality of this “sha 
dow Cabinet”, on the ground that 
there have always been acting Min 
isters, that they have always at 
times performed the functions of 
Ministers of Departments, and that 
there is no set limit to the numbe1 
of such acting Ministers nor to the 
possible fewness of the sworn Min 
isters. (Acting Ministers take the 
oath as Privy Councillors, but not 
as Ministers of a Department.) But

Dissolution Necessary 


The final question is whether Lord

In other 
words, 130 million Americans need 
the products of nearly a third of an

Five World Regions 


The realistic sponsors of a “world 
farm board” arbitrarily divide the 
world into no fewer than five re 
gions of diminishing “food stand 
ing.” In group 1. they place Canada, 
the Northern and Western 
America, New Zealand, Australia, 
Denmark, Uruguay and Argentina. 
These are the great food-producers 
for-export in normal times. They 
will require less agricultural “doctor 
ing” than other groups of nations, 
will provide much of the technologi- 
cal aid as well as the actual food 
stuffs needed for the re-establish 
ment of the agriculture of other 
countries. But they will also need, 
within their own borders, to increase 
the quality and quantity of food 
available to their low-income popula 
tion.

Group 4 takes in Central and Noi 
thern South America, the Near and 
Middle East, most of Africa and 
large parts of Eastern Europe.

The food intake of the pop- 
ulation is 70 to 90 per cent cereals, a 
proportion regarded by nutritionists 
as leading to shortened life span, 
poor health and lack of energy and 
initiative. An increased consumption 
of protective amounting to 
more than 200 per cent is needed to 
overcome the dietary deficiencies of 
this group, yet all that is needed to 
start these nations on the road to 
healthful eating is scientific ex 
change of food products and assist 
ance in financial and technical agri 
cultural problems. 

Group 5 harbors the “poorhouses 
of the world’’—China, India, the East 
Indies, the West Indies and the more 
depressed sections of Eastern Eur 
ope. Of India’s agricultural popula 
tion, 90 per cent have low physical 
vitality, and the life expectancy of 
the Indian peasant and laborer is 
about 36 years. Indian officials have 
calculated that a family of five could
